I hav e often thoug ht how future 
historians who study the American 
people of this period will be puzzled 
as to what prompted our g eneral sel­ 
fishness and isolation.

Importance of Keeping 
Winter Wheat Crop Pure 
The Importance of keeping winter 
wheat pure is emphasized by farm 
crops men of the Minnesota univ ersity . 
Since mix tures of ry e reduce the mar­ 
ket v alue of winter wheat by lowering 
g rades, the planting of wheat on fields 
that hav e not produced winter ry e for 
sev eral seasons is the best way to 
av oid this difficulty . 
The univ ersity men do not recommend 
winter wheat as a reg ular crop in the 
Red riv er valley . In the north central 
part it may be g rown successfully If 
Minturki 
or 
some 
v ariety 
eq ually 
hardy Is planted early In September. 
Minturki ins also prov ed satisfactory 
in central and southern sections. 
Winter ry e is a successful crop in 
northern Minnesota when a hardy v a­ 
riety is sown the first part of Septem­ 
ber. Swedish ry e, Minnesota No, 2, is 
recommended for northern and central 
portions of the state. 
In the southern 
part Rosen ry e may be g rown success­ 
fully ex cept on hig h ex posed fields 
where the snow is likely to be blown 
off during the winter.

Grow Horse-Radish From

Horse-radish requires a very deep, 
cool, rich soil and late season growth 
for the best results.

from cuttings of the small side roots 
The cuttings are made from the roots 
when they are dressed for market In 
the fall nnd are stored in the cellar or 
in pits as other roofs are during the 
winter.
